454. A LARGE ROMAN BRONZE DIPLOMA FRAGMENT, May 12th, 91 A.D. A 
copy of the citizenship constitution of the 12th of May 91 A.D. under Domitian 
for the province of Syria. For a Thracian common foot soldier (Pedite), the name 
of his father (Mocazenus) of a cohors unit of 1000 (milliaria). The consoles 
mentioned are P Valerius Marinus and Cn Minicius Faustinas.

480. ROMAN MARBLE DIONYSUS 

THE GOD OF WINE AND UNIHIBITED BEHAVIOR 
ca. 100-120 A.D. 

Dionysus wears a diadem decorated with bunches of ripe grapes and grape 
leaves. The ties of the diadem fall from the back of his neck onto his bare 
breasts. His raised left hand would hold a thrysos and his right hand would hold 
a bunch of ripe grapes near the head of the panther who stands to his right. The 
tail of the panther curls around the back of the tree trunk that stands between 
them. The base upon which they stand bears a complete two line inscription. 
-M-OYAmOcOIAinnOcAIONY cconOAIOYXo) XAPIcTHPION “Markon Oulpios 
Philippes (gave) a thank offering to Dionysos Poliouchos,” or latinized: “Marcus 
Ulpius Philippus (gave) a thank offering to Dionysus Poliuchus.” The letters 
have the forms of Greek of Roman Imperial times, that is with lunate sigmas 
and lunate omegas, although the omegas are rather pointed in this inscription. 
The upsilon with the crossbar is also striking. The names are nicely carved in a 
regular way. In the name Philippes the carver mistakenly left out two letters ( I), 
which he inserted on top of the name. Next to the lambda of Oulpios appears 
another scratch or letter (perhaps an iota), but the name is reasonably intended 
to read Oulpios, not Oulipios. The dedicatory inscription is offered to Dionysus in 
his function of the protector of a city (poliouchos: “protecting a city”). The epithet 
is often used for the guardian deity of cities, as, for example, very frequently for 
Athena; also Zeus and Artemis or the Olympian gods in general are addressed 
in this way. In late Roman times the emperor Diocletian received the title as the 
protector of the city of Alexandria. This epithet has not been seen before in an 
inscription as a title for Dionysus. Marcus Ulpius Philippus is known in history 
from other inscriptions. He was prominent at least from 100-120 A.D. when he 
was in military intelligence which was parallel to the secret service of the time. 
He lived in the city of Marcianopolis, a city where wealthy Romans went to cure 
their ailments in the many hot springs in the city. Some of the springs were 
twenty meters wide and yet others had natural blue colored water. 

Our sculpture, which is very close to the Dionysus in the Capitoline Museum 
in Rome on the Capitoline Hiell, (see page 433 #102 Vol. 3 of Lexicon 
Iconographicum Mythologiae Classicae, 1986) is very unusual in that unlike the 
Capitoline Dionysus, ours bears this unique inscription on the base. In most 
cases what is available to us is a head, a torso, or a part of a base with a 
damaged inscription. Here we have a complete sculpture minus a hand, an arm 
and the panther’s head and front legs. A sculpture so complete is rare especially 
when the name of the individual is recorded in history, set to a small window of 
time and to a city. Other than some minor restorations which include the nose, 
resetting the head and some minor work on the small of the back, the shoulder 
and the calves, the sculpture is very much intact. 

This Dionysus represents a rare opportunity for an individual to own an important 
piece of Roman Cararra Marble sculpture that would fit comfortably into many 
museums.

481. ROMAN LEAD MARSYAS ANTEFIXES, ca. 1st cent. A.D. A pair of Roman 

antefixes from the exterior of a buiiding in southern Europe. These pieces depict 
the satyr or peasant, Marsyas, a mythoiogicai personage connected with the 
eariiest period of Greek music. A fiute inspired by the breath of a goddess and 
discarded by Athena, was picked up by Marsyas, who no sooner began to 
biow through it, than the fiute, emitted of its own accord, the most beautifui of 
strains. The eiated and rash Marsyas chaiienged Apoiio to a musicai contest, 
the conditions being that the victor do what he pieased with the vanquished at 
the end of the contest. It was not untii Apoiio added his voice to the music of 
his iyre that the contest was decided in his favor.

His 
biood was the source of the river Marsyas, and Apoiio hung up his skin in the 
cave out of which the river fiows.

MISCELLANEOUS 

484. ROMAN NAILS, ca. 1st century A.D. Each of these naiis is hand made. They 

were painstakingiy produced by the Romans within 45 years of the crucifixion, 
which most iikeiy occurred in 33 A.D. The Romans had a specific way of 
producing naiis. These naiis, had they not been discovered in an archeoiogicai 
context couid not have been distinguished from the naiis used in Judea at that 
fatefui time. These Roman naiis were discovered in 1961 by Professor Richmond 
who was excavating at the site of the fortress known as Inchtuthii. The naiis 
were sent to Juiius Agricuia by 78 A.D. at the iatest to aid him in the Roman 
war against the Caiedonians in Scotiand. The Roman generai, Juiius Agricuia, 
commanded one of oniy 27 Roman iegions, the XX, which iater was responsibie 
for buiiding Hadrian’s Waii. The fortress housed 5500 men who were successfui 
in defeating the fierce Caiedonians who used immense swords and smaii 
shieids made of iron as their primary weapons. In 84 A.D. because of jealously 
by the Roman emperor Domitian and trouble with the German tribes, Agricuia 
was recaiied to Rome, the iegion dispatched to Germany and the fortress at 
Inchtuthii was ordered dismantied and moved to Germany. Because of some 
transport probiems 750,000 of the naiis had to buried on site to keep them from 
the Caiedonians who vaiued iron more than siiver or goid. The Romans were so 
successfui that the naiis remained undetected for 1900 years. The buik of the 
naiis are in the nationai museum of Scotiand. Those in our possession were sent 
for anaiyses and iater exported to us from the United Kingdom with an officiai 
permit naming these as naiis of Inchtuthii. These are the oniy naiis from antiquity 
that can be exactiy dated. We aiso have 5 - 6” naiis soid individuaiiy for $150 
each.

485. BYZANTINE IVORY PANEL OF A SAINT, ca. 5th to 6th cent. A.D. This 
rectanguiar panei depicts a bearded nimbate saint wearing a tunic. He hoids a 
book of gospeis in his ieft hand. On either side of the saint are inscriptions. This 
carved panei was probabiy once part of a pixis.

487. AMERICAN CIVILWAR CANNON BALL, ca. 1861 -1865 A.D. Rare ammunition 

found in the waters of Charieston Harbor, near Fort Sumter, South Caroiina, 
beiieved to have been fired at the Confederates by Union forces during the 
retaking of Fort Sumter in the iater part of the Civii War. They are simiiar to 
Union sheiis made before the war began. Three types were found, “expioding”, 
“soiid shot”, and “hot shot”. These were substantiaiiy iarger than the 5 tolO ib 
cannon baiis commoniy used by iand armies. Weighing between 50 to 120 ibs 
they were sent oniy by iarge war ships or fortresses which couid provide the big 
guns to shoot them. This particuiar exampie weighs between 100 and 120 ibs. 
The “expioding” type were designed to expiode, “bang, bang”, after breaking 
through iron ciad ship armor, or a fort’s heavy waiis. They inciuded four fuses for 
biack powder which couid ignite at the biasting of the cannon. Not aii attempts 
were successfui. “Soiid shot” were machined to fiy a straight iine course and 
couid destroy the waiis of any major stronghoid. The “hot shot” type were ioaded 
into guns in a biazing hot state, this ensured fiery destruction to the target. Dia.

A.D. This adornment wouid have sat in the middie of a Bodhisattva’s crown.

489. A SUPERB LARGE GANDHARAN STUCCO BUDDHA HEAD, ca. 3rd-4th 

cent. A.D. This is a very beautifui exampie of Gandharan stucco scuipture from 
the Hadda region of Afghanistan. It has the domed ushnisha along with the 
rowed wave hairstyie common in the Hadda region. The hair forms a peak over 
the Buddha’s smooth forehead which joins into the iong aquiiine nose so typicai 
of Ciassicai and Gandharan scuipture. Loyai to Gandharan styiistic conventions, 
the piece has very heaviiy iidded eyes and a pointed upper iip. From the third 
through the fourth century, stucco begins to predominate schist stone scuipture 
in the Gandharan region and uniike stone, the piastic medium of stucco enabies 
a more deiicate representation as beautifuiiy iiiustrated in this piece. The head 
has remains of red and biack pigments and is in surprisingiy fine shape, suffering 
oniy scattered chips and an abrasion to the tip of the nose.

490. GANDHARAN SCHIST HEAD OF A BUDDHA, ca. 2nd cent. A.D. This is the 

ciassic Gandharan “Greek” Buddha. The representation of the Buddha did not 
appear untii severai hundred years after his death. Under the speii of Heiienistic 
scuiptors, Gandharan artists arguabiy created the first representations of the 
Buddha around the year 100. Thus, the first images of the Buddha are based 
on images of the Greek gods such as Apoiio. Gandharan Buddhas have highiy 
Heiienistic features, such as wavy hair, an ushnisha that iooks more iike a 
chignon, and a face that reiies more on depth for modeiing uniike the fiatter and 
more iine dependant face of iater Buddhas. This Buddha has a iong aquiiine 
nose biending into the forehead and arching brows. Oniy its heavy eyeiids and 
its urna derive from non-Heiienistic sources. This is exceiient eariy Gandharan 
styie and a nice iarger piece. A iarge fragment has been reattached on the hair 
and the piece has earthen encrustation. From an oid Engiish coiiection acquired 
in the eariy eighties.

491. GANDHARAN SCHIST HEAD OF A BODHISATTVA, ca. 3rd cent. A.D. This 
is an exquisite piece of iater Gandharan schist scuipture. Uniike the unadorned 
Buddhas, the Bodhisattvas (beings who postpone their entry into nirvana to save 
aii iife) wear the jeweis and adornments of Indian princes. Hence, this piece 
has an eiaborate headband and hair styied in a tied bow and the iong earrings 
of Indian nobiiity.

492. EASTERN INDIAN BUFF SANDSTONE STUPA, ca. 11th cent. A.D. This is a 

very rare exampie of Buddhist scuipture. Traditionaiiy the reiigious monument 
of Buddhism, the stupa is a dome shaped structure with a centrai concentric 
spire which houses a reiic of the Buddha. Legend hoids that the shape of 
the stupa derives from a story when the Buddha was asked how he wished 
to be remembered. At this question, the Buddha turned his cup upside down- 
signifying that he wanted no more or phiiosophicaiiy that the question had no 
meaning. This particuiar type of stupa originated in eastern India and its variants 
spread throughout Southeast Asia, Nepai, and Tibet. The four sides of the dome 
represent the Buddha expressing the mudras of meditation, teaching, and caiiing 
earth to witness within a recessed arch.

562. CHINESE TANG RED POTTERY TOMB FIGURE, ca. 7th cent. A.D. This is a 
very charming piece of a corpulent court official. His heavily rounded face and 
body are covered with a heavy robe, his hands held in front of his chest. Traces 
of paint pigment and earthen encrustation.

563. CHINESE TANG RED POTTERY TOMB FIGURE, ca. 7th cent. A.D. This is a 
model of a heavily robed dignitary wearing a high conical hat with his hands held 
before his chest, probably to hold a wooden banner.
